In  turn,  Hadley  School  has  contracted  with  the  Printing  House  for 
the  publication  of  the  Braille  edition.  This  means  that  copies  will 
be  available  for  purchase  at  the  printing  and  binding  costs  only,  as 
noted  above. 

Work  on  the  embossing  is  nearing  completion  and  the  volumes  should 
start  going  to  press  at  an  early  date.  Agencies  and  individuals  in¬ 
terested  in  purchasing  copies  of  the  first  edition  should  therefore 
send  in  their  orders  promptly.  Because  of  the  large  size  of  this 
work,  it  will  not  be  possible  for  APH  to  stock  large  quantities  in 
anticipation  of  orders,  so  that,  following  the  first  printing,  orders 
will  have  to  be  accumulated  in  sufficient  quantities  to  justify  re¬ 
printing  from  time  to  time.
